“We feel that since the city of At-

shall be built,” Mr. McCord said. 
“If tracks are lowered a distance of 
2,700 feet, tapering from a depth of 
4.5 feet under the viaducts to the 
present level, it would cost at the out- 
side about $300,000.

Seattle, Wash., October 19.—(?)— 
Charging Governor Roland H. Hart- 


ley with misfeasance in office, peti-

natorial recall ever attempted in 
Washington were being distributed 
over the state tonight. The charges 
were approved as to form by J. Grant 
Hinkle, secretary of state, at Olympia 
today after being presented by a com- 
mittee yesterday. 

The ballot titles for the petitions 
were telegraphed to the recall com- 
mittee here and printing of petitions 
was begun at once. The committee, 
headed by E. F. Blainebn, executive 
manager, announced quotas would be 
fixed for each of the 39 counties in 
the state to obtain 97,578 valid sig- 
natures necessary to bring about a re- 
call election.
